Art. 2.—To choose three Selectmen, three Assessors, Town 
Clerk, one School Committee for three years, one School 
Committee for two years, Treasurer, an Elector under the 
will of Oliver Smith, all to be voted for on one ballot, and 
to choose all other necessary Town officers.

Selectmen’s Report. 


Lo the Inhabitants of the Town of Whately : 


In accordance with the vote of the Town the money appro- 
priated for the ordinary repair of Highways, was apportioned to 
the six surveyors in the several districts. The North-west dis- 
trict was given $125, the South-west $125, North Center $100, 
South Center $100, North-East $75, the South-East $75. As 
will be seen by the report, some of the surveyors have overdrawn 
their appropriation, with the approval of the Selectmen, such ac- 
tion having been made necessary by the unusual rainfall in Aug- 
ust, and the snow blockades of the winter months. Of the sever- 
al highway districts, those roads undcr the supervision of C. A. 
Bardwell, A. Scott, and E. A. Warner, seem to have suffered 
more than the others from the Angust freshet, but are now left 
in average good condition. 


We would recommend that the Town raise the same amount 
for the coming year, and that the surveyors have the liberty to 
hire such help as they think best qualified to perform the work to 
be accomplished. 


BRIDGES AND CULVERTS. 


Believing it to be economy for the Town, to continue the 
plan adopted by our predecessors, and gradually substitute our 
decayed and unsafe, wooden structures, for permanent ones of 
stone and iron, we have torn up during the year three wooden 
bridges, and built in their places, stone culverts, laid in cement, 
and covered with stone. Besides these the surveyors have done 
some good work in the same direction, in which connection refer- 
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‘ence is made to a culvert near J. B. Waite’s, and one on the 
Conway road. 


For the coming year we would recommend the 'Town to 
raise $1,000 for this object, as there are several culverts that 
must haye some attention, and the bridge in the south part of the 
Town, near land of Emerson Warner, is considered unsafe, and 
should be rebuilt.

Mrs. Colton generously supplemented her gift of money with 
matting for the floor, hangings and curtains, covering entirely the 
north side of the room; and this again supplemented by the 
Town in painting and papering, and adding new furniture, mak- 
ing a neat and pleasant room, a matter of pride to the Town. 


The appropriation, while not lange, evidences continued in-. 
terest in it, and I trust that the generosity of the Town may 
keep pace with the increase of book-takers, which has been stead- 
ily increasing ever since my appointment as Librarian. The 
number of books at the close of the present time is 1258. Two 
hundred and twenty-eight volumes having been added the past 
year.
